Council 
Tables Sewer 
Water Fees

Town councilors have voted 12-1 to delay action on 
a proposed 113% increase in sewer use charges and a 
proposed increase ranging from 30-50% m water use 
charges over the current rales. Councilors opted to 
table the motions until after a workshop session on 
the matter is held December 22. 

Bowen Cites Reason Increases \eeded 
Town Manager Richard Bowen, who inducted the 
motions in the regular meeting ot the council at the 
public library last Monday night, cited three reasons 

for the proposed increases. 

First Bowen pointed out, two cost analyses submit¬ 
ted by Superintendent of Public Works John Stone in¬ 
dicate that not all of the costs of operating the sewage 
and water systems are accounted for in the current 
rates. He mentioned bill "sAn* a: -me epmpk- cf 
costs transferred to other departments. 

'•Secondly," Bowen said, ' if there is not some ac¬ 
tion taken to make both systems more self-sustaining 
then we cannot undertake any other work to expand

Councilors Have Mixed Reactions 

Councilors exhibited mixed reactions to the propos¬ 
ed increases. Councilor Richard Theroux made a mo¬ 
tion to table the proposals indefinitely, but this mo¬ 
tion was defeated 7-6 on a roll call vote. 

Theroux said,"I think the rates should be the same 
as they are now. We should be looking at the total 
budget before we raise any fees." , . . 

Councilor William Herd questioned why the in¬ 
crease should have to come all at once rather than be¬ 
ing phased in gradually. The reply from Bowen, after 
rifincr his reasons for supporting the motion, was that

Pay Raises 
Put Off Again 


Council Debates 
Police Incentive 


The saga of the pay raises for 28 municipal depart¬ 
ment heads and supervisors again found tough in¬ 
terference from several councilors at Monday's 
regularly scheduled meeting. Again, Town Council 
tabled the item until Town Manager Richard J. 
Bowen can further clarify and justify the raises. 

Conduct A Workshop 

Bowen told councilors that he would conduct a 
workshop on Decernber 22 to outline a personnel 
merit system that will give councilors "insight into 
this issue." " 

"I have every reason and confidence to believe 
that the council will be ready to go forward on this in 
some modified form after the conference session 
next week," Bowen commented. 

Bowen advocates the passage of the first reading 
of the ordinance. Any ordinance must have three 
readings with at least 10 votes supporting it to take 

effect. • 

Bowen added, "I don't want anyone on this coun¬ 
cil to believe in any way, shape, or form that passing 

the first reading is being in favor of it.” 

The council voted 7-5 to table the raises which 
total about $40,000 and are retroactive to July 1. 

Dissenting councilors and Bowen have argued on 
the council floor about the pay hikes for over a 
month. 

The first reading of the ordinance failed to acquire 
the necessary ten votes or two-thirds of the entire 
council in November, and Council President Paul 
Fieldstad allowed Bowen to again approach the 
council with the pay hikes December 1. 

At that meeting, councilors supporting the raises 
managed to table the matter as it became apparent 
dissenting councilors still could thwart the proposal. 

Councilor Donald Rheault. who has become a 
vocal opponent of the raises, said that the issue has

Quinn Bill 

By a voice vote the council failed to approve a 
measure that would have sticken the "Quinn Bill," a 
state law providing municipal police department 
members who further their education with 50 per¬ 
cent state reimbursement and 50 percent town reim¬ 
bursement from the town books. 

Councilor Elaine Bonavita placed the item on the 

agenda. . , . ,

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Are the commission members doing a good job? At a 
recent Town Council meeting, iiquo? license holder 
Ernest Lombardi, owner and operator of J-W. 
Wimpy's and The Green Gables, charged that the Li¬ 
quor Commission did not have full grasp of the laws, 
particularly when it comes to the quota system on the 
number of licenses the board can issue. 

At the last meeting of the Liquor Commission, 
Robert Desimone, owner and operator of Desi's 
Place, said he felt the commission was being too hard 
on him because they refused to ease the curfew that 
had been imposed on Kelly's Pub when the license 
was transferred. 

^Since opening, Desimone said, "There has been no 
trouble, and I feel the midnight curfew is hindering 
my business, particularly when 1 am forced to ask 
patrons to leave when ABC Monday Night Football is 
televised." 

Councilor Paul Paleologopoulos, chairman of the 
council's ordinance committee and sponsor of a re¬ 
cent proposal that allows the Liquor Commission to 
change all seasonal licenses to full licenses, said, 
"There is not a lot of communication between the 
council and the commission.'' 

"As a result," he continued, "I don't know that 
much about them. I think we should get the chairman 
to come and discuss what's going on once in a while. 
Not Get Involved 

Richard Theoux, a long time councilor, however, 
said the council should not get involved with the com¬ 
mission. 

He said, "We're a political body and they aren't,' 
he said. "I think we have a good commission with 
honest individuals who are doing an excellent job 
now, and councilors should seek information through 
individual initiative." 

Town Clerk Edward Caba, who appointed some of 
the members as Acting Town Manager, remarked, 
"I've been pleased with what they've done. This is 
the first time I've seen the commission show their 
teeth. Before, all we would hear about were warn¬ 
ings." 

As for the commissioners, "We're not disillusioned 
with this job," Dahdah and DiLullo concluded. 

"We strive for consistency," Chriscola said, 
"because the Massachusetts General Laws are our 
policy and we are the arm of the ABCC. 

Dahdah added, "A lot of people have told me they 
don't envy my position, because they assume I mus 
make a lot of enemies. 

"In truth, I tell them, the only enemies I might 
have are the bar owners who violate the law. 
Everytime there has been a violation, and a place 
gets closed down for three days, the only one who 
really gets mad is the person who committed the 
violation."

Liquor Commission...Tough Job

It was but a few months back when a flurry of viola¬ 
tions brought against several holders of liquor 
licenses by the town's Liquor Commission that the 
media began focusing on the three-member panel. 

Certain Circles 

In certain circles, the commission was becoming 
the tough hardliners who would "not even let five 
minutes late in closing" go by without a spanking. For 
others the Liquor Commissioners were "finally doing 

their job." ; 

For those caught in the middle, the commission 
members themselves, enforcing penalties on the 


sion include tne issuing, udusicinng, 
liquor licenses; citing violations; and imposing 
penalties on violators of the law. 

Common Violations 

The most common violations involve serving 
minors and closing after hours. Penalties can include 
suspension or removal of licenses or imposing 
curfews on establishments and setting fees for liquor 
licenses under guidelines set by the Alcoholic 
Beverage Control Commission (ABCC). 

When a violations is brought against a license 
holder by the police (or one of the commissioners) a 
hearing is held. 

At the hearing, the police officer will read his 
report, and the attorney for the license holder will 
give his assessment of the situation. After questions 
from the commissioners are answered, an open deci¬ 
sion is rendered. , . , ..... 

The Liquor Commission works closely with the 
police and also relies on local citizens who can peti¬ 
tion the board if a particular establishment is disrup¬ 
ting their neighborhood.

The chairman of the Liquor Commission is Joseph 
P. Dahdah, who has served for the past two and a half 
years in a position that is a six-year appointment of 
the town manager and approved by Town Council. 

His colleagues are John Chriscola and Richard 
DiLullo, who have served 10 months and 8 months 
respectively. Masschusetts law requires that at least 
one Republican and one Democrat serve on the Com¬ 
mission. 

The primary role of the Commission is to uphold 
and interpret properly Chapter 138 pertaining to 
alcoholic liquors. The major functions of the commis-

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Holiday Safety 
Inspection Urged 


To reduce chances of injury over the holidays, Con¬ 
sumer Affairs strongly urges each family to conduct a 
home safety inspection. A limited number of wall 
receptacles, combined with the addition of decorative 
lights and new electric gifts (electric trains, TV's, ap¬ 
pliances) may cause overloading of electrical circuits 
and create a fire hazard. 

Improperly secured extension cords invite spills 
and falls and heavy foot traffic may damage the in¬ 
sulation or the cord itself. Don't place electrical cords 
under a carpet or rug because they may become 
frayed without anyone noticing the deterioration. 

Inspect cords and electrical appliances before you 
use them. Do no coil or bunch an extension cord 
while it is in use. This will avoid conditions which 
may cause overheating. Use only lights that have 
been safety tested by Underwriters' Laboratories and 
bear the UL label of approval. 

Check each set of lights, new or old, for broken or 
cracked sockets, frayed or bare wires, and loose con¬ 
nections. Discard damaged sets or repair them before 
using. Use no more than three sets of lights per single 
extension cord. When you go to bed or leave the 
house, turn off all lights on trees and other decora¬ 
tions. 

When trimming your tree, use only non¬ 
combustible or flame-retardant materials. Wear 
gloves to prevent skin irritation while decorating with 
spun glass "angel hair." If artificial snow sprays are 
inhaled, they can irritate your lungs. To avoid injury, 
read container labels and follow directions carefully. 

Choose tinsel or artifial icicles of plastic or non- 
leaded materials. Children and pets may become ill 
from ingesting leaded materials. Avoid artificial trim¬ 
mings that resemble candy or food if small children 
who may try to eat them are present.

Legal Lines Letters To The Editor

The lease to my apartment contains a fuel escalator 
clause. Is this legal in Massachusetts? 

Landlords who provide heat to rented apartments 
have now incorporated a fuelescalator clause into the 
leases for these apartments. A fuel escalator clause 
permits the landlord to automatically increase the 
amount of rent as the cost of fuel to heat the apart¬ 
ment increases. In other words, the landlord can pass 
along fuel increases without rewriting the lease. 

. As of this writing, these clauses are legal. However, 
many tenant groups throughout the state are attemp¬ 
ting to persuade the legislature to outlaw such 
clauses. Landlords who provide heated apartments 
argue that they will abandon these apartments should 

such legislation be passed. 

A fuel escalator clause, just like a tax escalaor 
clause, recognizes that4nflated fuel costs cannot be 
absorbed by the landlord and must be passed along to 
the tenant. 

My husband and I owned all our assets jointly. 
Must - any legal work be done as a result of his 
death? 

Since^aU of your assets, both real estate and per¬ 
sonal property, were jointly owned, there are no 
"assets to probate as a result of his death. Probate is 
necessary where a person dies owning assets in his or 
her name individually. •’ 

There is some legal work to be done, however, 
regarding the house you owned jointly with your hus¬ 
band. When a joint owner dies, the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts has a lien against the property. The 
only way to clear the title to the house and remove the 
lien is to file an estate tax return and obtain a release 
of the lien. The release is then recorded in the 
Registry of Deeds and this recording clears the record 
title of the property. 

In summary then, the jointly held property is not 
probated, but you should retain an attorney to obtain 
a release from the Commonwealth of Massachusetts.

"You either, vote yes or vote no. We've been put¬ 
ting this off and putting it off and I know we should 
do something about it one way or the other now," 
DeForge said. 

Bowen maintains that the pay hikes are fair and 
equitable and has previously stated that the town's 
pay scales need serious revision b ased on a person- 
nel merit system. 


The council finally released funding for the con¬ 
tract in August. 

Bowen commented that he has reservations if the 
funding output of the town for the incentives is being 
returned. 

However, Bowen said that the council has respon¬ 
sibility to fund the incentives this year "and next 
year will be up to you." 

According to councilor Walter Kerr, the incentive 
program has merit but he questioned the amount of 
funds being expended. Kerr noted that because of 
the continuing rise in the cost-of-living, incentives 
will also continue to escalate. 

He said, "I think it's a worthwhile program but we 
have to consider the expenditures in times when we 
must cutback our budgets due to Proposition 2 1/2." 

. Kerr supported tabling the item until the legality of 
rescinding the Quinn Bill could be documented by 
the law department. _ 

Councilor Paul Paleologopoulos advocated im¬ 
mediate action on nixing the Quinn Bill. He noted, 
"Nothing will happen if we pass this if we did vote 
favorably on-it w.e would just eliminate something 
that handicaps us. It would give us control over what 
we do." 

No Quick Action-Cincotta 

Councilors Richard Theroux and Stephen Cincotta 
both argued against taking any action at Monday's 
meeting. 

Theroux asked Bowen to forward an overall picture 
■of how the incentive may affect the town in future 
years and also said that until Bowen forwards an 
overall picture of Proposition 2 1/2, the council 
should not take any action. 

Theroux also voiced concern that the council may 
"wish to wipe the incentive out," without consider¬ 
ing the patrolmen. 

Cincotta said, "We can't jump the gun on this. Are 
we going to iust hack away at a specific amount of 
money and then just leave it?"

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$15,000 Transfer To EDIC 


The Agawam Economic and Development Corpora¬ 
tion has received $15,000 in operational funds from 
Town Council despite a strong protest from councilor 
Donald Rheault who claimed the transfer "is illegal." 

Councilors voted 9-4 at Monday’s meeting to pro¬ 
vide the EDIC with much-needed operating funds. 

According to Bowen, the EDIC needs the funds to 
meet current expenses which reportedly jnclude the 
hiring of a part-time secretary along with other such 
operational costs. 

However, Bowen said that any bills incurred by the 
EDIC prior to the transfer that are not consistent with 
the law will not be honored by Town Accountant 
Carol Taylor. S— 

Miss Taylor said she has yet to receive any bills 
from the EDIC. 

Last spring, amid a whirlwind of controversy, the 
council passed a $1.3 million bond to purchase the 
Bowles Airport property from the Springfield 
Newspapers for a planned industrial park. 

But bond counsels Palmer and Dodge of Boston 
lave failed to approve the bond, which includes 
$100,000 in operating funds for the EDIC. 

Bowen told councilors Monday that bond counsels, 
will not approve the bond until the original plan for 
the industrial park is amended. 

At this point, the plan still includes plans for Kidder 
Stacy Co. of Agawam to re-locate at the 324 acre site. 

Kidder Stacy decided after reviewing the Agawam 
proposal for its relocation and expansion to move to 
neighboring Westfield which created a chaotic situa¬ 
tion for the EDIC and town administration. 


Both the EDIC and administration were banking on 
Kidder Stacy as being the anchor firm for the in¬ 
dustrial park. 

The Springfield Area Development Corporation, a 
well-known private developing group which has been 
responsible for the growth of several industrial parks 
in Western Mass., is now studying the Bowles proper¬ 
ty at the request of the council and the EDIC. 

Throughout the process of bonding for the in¬ 
dustrial park, Rheault criticized officials for not "ac¬ 
ting in a business-like manner.” 

Rheault claims that several debts have already been 
incurred by the EDIC and asked Bowen to bring forth 
any bills incurred, including a $5,380 bill for legal and 
clerical services Rheault says has beer* incurred. 

Councilor Francis Colli angrily said following 
Rheault's statements that the town will not honor any 
previous bills of the EDIC with the transfer. 

"This money is for new bills,’.' Colli remarked. 

Rheault said after the meeting he was disappointed 
with the passage of the transfer and that he anxiously 
awaits word from Bowen on what bills have been in¬ 
curred by the EDIC. 

Council President Paul Fieldstad, a prime mover in 
the establishment of an industrial park at the Bowles 
site, reminded councilors that the study being con¬ 
ducted by the SADC is being done at "your request." 

"This is just seed money that the EDIC needs," he 
said. 

Councilors Stephen Cincotta, Walter Kerr, Elaine 
Bonavita and Rheault opposed the transfer.
